Wrap Portland up in a neat statisti- 
cal package and you get something like 
this: Population — 385,000; area — 80 
square miles; elevation — 77 feet above 
sea level. But to catch the personality 
of Portland, you have to get out and 
look around. If you're a visitor, you 
may find that Portland has a sort of 
mystique all its own. ..a conservative 
town and yet, a robust one. You'll 
sense a reverence for the wide-open, 
straight-shootin’ Western way of life, 
but you'll also hear an undertone 
straight out of staid New England. 

Portland got it’s name by the flip of 
a coin in 1845, Francis W. Pettygrove, 
a gentleman from Portland, Maine, 
who had just bought 320 acres of the 
land on which Portland grew, won the 
“‘town-naming” toss. The largest city in 
Oregon, Portland is on the Willamette 
River at its confluence with the Colum- 
bia...110 miles by water from the 
Pacific Ocean, 185 miles SSW of Seat- 
tle, and 700 miles N of San Francisco. 
The city itself covers 68.27 square 
miles on both sides of the Willamette, 
rising to heights commanding magnifi- 
cent views of the river valleys and 
snow-clad summits of Mt. Hood and 
other peaks of the Cascade range. The 
climate is mild and equable, with an 


annual temperature of 53.1... average 
rainfall, 40 inches a year. 

Portland boasts the nations largest 
shopping center in central downtown, 
Lloyd Center, a $4,000,000 Zoo hous- 
ing the only baby elephant born in 
captivity, the Western Forest Center 
and the nationally famous Oregon Mu- 
seum of Science and Industry. the 
Hoyt Arboretum, Forest Park, the larg- 
est forested area inside a U.S. City’s 
limits, and enough artistic fountains to 
prod a number of local residents into 
starting a campaign to re-dub it the 
“City of Fountains.” 

Yet it remains the City of Roses, 
with its International Rose Test Gar- 
dens in Washington Park one of the 
most memorable and impressive sights 
ever, and its yearly Rose Festival in 
June still embued, for all its regal 
splendor, with a strong spirit of ‘‘home 
town fellowship.’’ The City’s economic 
base is as varied and broad as the rest 
of its personality. It is the home of 
Georgia-Pacific Corporation (forest 
products, lumber, paper); Crown Zell- 
erbach (forest products, paper); Tek- 
tronix and Electronics Specialty Com- 
panies (sophisticated electronics testing 
equipment); Omark Industries (chain 
saws); Hyster Corporation (lifts, hoist- 
ing equipment, lumber handling de- 
vices); and White Stag, Jantzen and 
Pendleton (internationallly famous 
sports clothes). 

In short, if you look upon Portland 
as a city of contrasts (and a few 
contradictions) you'll enjoy it here 
because, above all, Portland is an excit- 
ing place which offers a whole cityful 
of places to see and things to do.

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$6,000,000 Western Forestry Center 


If you are visiting Portland, the Western Forestry Center is a 
“must”. Here’s your opportunity to improve your understanding of 
the forest. 

The Center is a forest educational and informational facility —a 
show-place for wood varieties from around the world. The animated 
displays are designed to inform the young as well as the old. Take 
the “talking tree”, for example. This life-like giant artificial Douglas 
fir soars to the full 70-foot height of the building. Just push a button, 
and the tree “talks”, telling how it feeds and grows. 

Each exhibit in the $6 million complex portrays in some manner 
the forestry story. Dramatic techniques are used ‘in the exhibits. 
These include a small scale moving sawmill, plywood plant and pulp 
and paper plant. 

The Forestry Center's newest exhibit is a spectacular one 
occupying 2,000 square feet that documents the devastating Tilla- 
mook Forest fires of 1933, 1939 and 1945. Using a multi-media pre- 
sentation the exhibit dramatically involves viewers in a re-creation of 
the holocausts that blackened 350,000 acres. Viewers also learn how 
the great fire scar has healed and how foresters are working to 
prevent wild fire. 

The non-profit Western Forestry Center is located only four 
minutes from downtown Portland, and can be found easily from 
well-marked exits off Canyon Road. Nearby is the Oregon Museum of 
Science and Industry, the Portland Zoo and the Hoyt Golf Course. 
The Center is open seven days weekly from 10 a.m. until 5 p.m. 
There’s a $1.00 charge for adults, 50 cents for senior citizens and 50 
cents for students. Acres of free parking enhance your visit.

addition, large tonnages of paper 
and its products, flour, fruit and 
dried vegetables are shipped 
through the harbor. About two- 
thirds is destined for foreign 
lands. 

In total about 7,556,500 tons of 
foreign imports and exports move 
through the Portland Harbor an- 
nually, with dry cargo and petro- 
leum comprising about 10,625,220 
tons in and out annually. 

The city’s inner harbor grows 
without fuss or fanfare. To meet 
the steady demand, Terminal 4 
has a new 26-acre steel utility 
dock as well as expanding the 
automobile storage areas at T-4. 
John M. Fulton Terminal 6 is 
currently the newest and most 
modern container terminal on the 
U.S. West Coast. 

A study done by the Economics 
Research Associates measured the 
impact of jobs directly related to 
the Port’s marine terminals and 
dry docks. It found these two Port 
— owned facilities provided direct 
employment for 3,203 persons liv- 
ing in the Tri Counties of Metro 
Portland. A total of approximately 
20,000 jobs are generated directly 
or indirectly by the Port of Port- 
land within the Tri-County area. 

In short if you take away one 
quarter of Portland’s jobs, and one 
fourth of Portland’s income, you’d 
have Portland without its Port.

There are so many exciting innovations at 
Portland Zoo these days that it is easily one 
of the major attractions for visitor's and 
residents alike and is so fascinating for every 
member of the family no matter what their 
age. Located in the west hills just above the 
city center, the Zoo is notable not only for its 
fine and varied collection of animal repre- 
sentation, but also for its “purely fun” Zoo 
Railway, with trips leaving about every 30 
minutes and meandering through the wooded 
hillsides around the Zoo, to the International 
Rose Test Gardens with their breathtaking 
view of the City, and back again. 

Animal enrichment programs for some of 
the primates as well as for the servals, polar 
bears and elephants, have been initiated 
along with a chimpanzee enrichment program 
where the chimps learn the American sign 
language, paint pictures which are sold to 
the public, have excurions around the zoo 
and play in their outdoor playground seven 
days a week. 

The Children’s Zoo has a special contact 
area where children are able to mingle with 
and touch “pettable” animals. 

The animal nursery cares for orphans and 
other babies born at the Zoo whose mothers 
are unable to care for them properly. 

Another new and pretty exciting addition, 
is the “Think Metric” theme — signs at 
various animal exhibits using the metric 
system to impart information. 

Zoo hours are 10 a.m. to dusk every day of 
the year and their phone number is 226-1561. 

One of Portland's major educational and 
recreational attractions is the Oregon Mu- 
seum of Science and Industry. OMSI is 
located off Highway 26 in Portland's west 
hills next to the Zoo. More than a museum, 
OMSI is a living, growing science education 
center. 

Among the many fine permanent exhibits 
are the Transparent Lady, Walk-In Heart, 
Ship's Bridge of the S.S. Sam _ Diack, 
Aerospace Hall, Max Lehman Memorial Agri- 
cultural Hall, Hall of Electricity, the OMSI 


Energy Center, and the Harry C. Kendall 
Planetarium. 

One of the most popular features at OMSI 
is the Kendall Planetarium, the only public 
planetarium in the Northwest. Public shows, 
which change six times a year, are multi- 
media productions complete with music and 
narration. 

The Transparent Lady is a hand-built, life 
size “woman” who dramatically unfolds the 
story of the human body. It was made in 
Germany after 30 years of research and 
contains several hundred feet of lighting 
cable and tiny bulbs showing every organ and 
detail of the body in anatomically correct 
color, position and dimension. The ingenious 
lighting system is synchronized with a 
magnetic tape recorded speech so that each 
organ is illuminated as it is described. The 
Walk-In Heart is 14 feet high and 22 feet long 
and weighs over two tons. 

In the new completed “Living End” section 
of the MAX Lehman Agricultural Hall, visitors 
can watch baby chicks hatching from incu- 
bated eggs, pet a calf or a goat kid, examine 
a beehive complete with live bees, handle a 
boa constrictor, or stroke a starfish in the 
“Touch Tank” provided by the Oregon Fish 
Commission. 

OMSI's summer hours are 9 a.m. to6 p.m. 
Monday thru Thursday, and 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday. Planetarium 
shows are at 11 a.m. and1, 2, 3, 4and5 p.m.

Oregon’s Year-Round 
Mountain 


Not only is 11,245-foot Mt. Hood 
practically in Portland’s backyard, 
it is also one of the Northwest’s 
most interesting ‘round-the-calen- 
dar playgrounds. 

Take a look at rustically-specta- 
cular Timberline Lodge, perched 
on the mountain’s south side at 
the 6000-foot level. 

Timberline is Oregon’s original

Originating in the Oregon Pioneer Associ- 
ation formed in 1873, the Oregon Historical 
Society was chartered by the Oregon Legis- 
lature in 1898. All museum and _ library 
material are held in trust for the people of 
the State. The Society’s work is financed in 
part by a state appropriation and in part by 
the generous support of its members. Priv- 
ate gifts totaling more than $2,000,000 
enabled construction of the Oregon Historial 
Center in downtown Portland completed in 
1966. 

The Oregon Historical Center is a beauti- 
ful four-story museum and regional research 


library facing Portland’s south Park Blocks 
at 1230 S.W. Park Avenue. The Broadway 
level, with an entrance off Broadway Ave- 
nue, houses the administrative and meeting 
functions of the Society. Rotating exhibits 
are placed in the main entry and hall. A 
meeting room, Beaver Hall, is available for 
public educational purposes and Oregon 
Historical Society-related programs. 

The Park Avenue entrance on the 1st floor 
is open from 10:00 a.m. to 4:45 p.m. 
Monday through Saturday. It introduces the 
visitor to the main exhibit gallery of the 
Center. Displayed here are OHS museum

presentations of current interest and an 
occasional traveling collection. The Park- 
Jefferson corner is the scene of most 
frequent exhibit changes, providing a day- 
night introduction for the passerby. 

The Bookshop is located to the left of the 
Park Avenue entrance in the main gallery. A 
large selection of regional books and maps 
is available, including an excellent collec- 
tion on Indians, explorers, pioneers and 
entrepeneurs of the Oregon Country. Many 
of the titles are published by the Oregon 
Historical Society. Gifts are also available 
and are largely Oregon products. 

On the second floor are long-term Mu- 
seum exhibits. An “Indian of the Oregon 
Country” exhibit depicts the native American 
way of life at the time of the contact with 
first European and American explorers, trap- 
pers and settlers. 

Two other important collections are avail- 
able for study. The maritime collection 
and the Collins Wagon Collection. 

The regional research library on the third 
floor is an attractive and comprehensive 
research facility, where all those interested 
in learning more Pacific Northwest history 
are welcome. It contains the most complete 
collection of books, manuscripts, maps, 
microfilm, photographs and other special 
collections of regional history available. 

Ten miles down the Willamette River the 
Bybee-Howell Houses and the Territorial 
Orchard provide a charming place to explore 
the past and to enjoy the present. The 
two-story, nine-room house was built on 
Sauvie Island in 1856 by James F. Bybee of 
Kentucky, one of the original Donation Land 
Claim settlers on the island. It was purchas- 
ed by Dr. Benjiman F. Howell in 1858 and 
remained in the Howell family until 1962. 
The house was restored by the Oregon 
Historical Society and opened to the public 
in 1967.

The Portland Art Museum is Oregon's largest metropolitan art 
center, and one of the two oldest art museums on the West Coast. 
The Museum and the fully accredited Museum Art School are private- 
ly owned and maintained for the community by the Portland Art 
Association and its members. It receives no major government sup- 
port. From modest beginnings in the late 19th century, the 
Association has expanded to include a wide variety of services and 
activities. The Association maintains a gift shop, a rental-sales 
gallery, an art reference library, an auditorium rental service and a 
full program of studio art classes for all ages. Its education program 
includes regular gallery talks (Wednesdays at 12:15 p.m., Thursdays 
at 2p.m., Sundays at 2 p.m. and 3:30 p.m.); tours for school chil- 
dren and special groups; as well as lectures, films, and concerts. The 
Museum building was designed by world famous architect Pietro 
Belluschi. 

In addition to a full: program of changing exhibitions, the Portland 
Art Museum, through its permanent installations, offers its visitors a 
selective view of most of the world's important art traditions. The 
permanently installed collections include European painting and 
sculpture dating from the Renaissance to the 20th century, 19th and 
20th century American painting and sculpture, English silver, North- 
west Coast Indian, Pre-Columbian, Cameroon West African, Asian, 
and Classical Greek Art. 

The Portland Art Museum is open Tuesday through Sunday from 
noon to 5 p.m., and Friday from noon to 10 p.m. Closed Mondays. 
Suggested contribution is $1 for adults, and 50c for children. Tele- 
phone 226-2811 for further information. 


Georgia-Pacific Museum 





Georgia-Pacific Museum, located in G-P’s interna- 
tional headquarters at 900 S.W. 5th Avenue has some 
of the most: fascinating exhibits you’ll ever find 
anywhere! 

The exhibits show the development of the 
Company and history of the forest products industry 
in the United States, displays of tools used in the 
early days of the industry, such as the ten foot high 
wheels and slip tongue logging cart, life-size 
dioramas of old logging scenes and many photo- 
graphs of logging, sawmill, plywood, pulp and paper 
operations.

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Plans for the French Renaissance Pittock Mansion were begun in 
1909 by Henry L. Pittock, founder of Portland’s Daily Oregonian. The 
Lewis and Clark Exposition of 1905 had given the City a new pride. 
and the house was an example of what could be done locally. 

Architect Edward T. Foulkes of San Francisco supervised 
construction of the building until its 1914 completion. Workshops 
were built on the grounds where stone and wood were handcarved 
following Foulkes’ detailed drawings. Built of reinforced concrete, 
faced with Tenino stone, the Mansion is virtually fireproof. Steel 
reinforced concrete floors are covered with fine hardwoods and 
marble; lustrous marbles, cast bronze, hardwoods and plaster are 
throughout. 

Thoroughly modern today, it was a pace-setter when built. The 
Mansion features a central vacuum cleaner, elevator to all floors, 
room to room telephone, and indirect lighting. 

In 1964, the City of Portland purchased the Pittock Mansion and its 
46 acre tract of grounds. The Mansion is now furnished with French 
Renaissance, Victorian, Georgian and Jacobean influences. A Turk- 
ish smoking room, a style in vogue in the late 19th and 20th 
centuries, has the ceiling paint and Tiffany glaze on the walls 
unretouched. Restoration of Pittock Mansion was done by the 
Bureau of Parks, City of Portland, the Portland Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects and the Oregon Society of 
Landscape Architects, the Oregon Historical Society and the 
Portland Art Museum. 

The Mansion is located at 3229 N.W. Pittock Drive and is open to 
the public. Phone 248-4469 for information regarding hours.

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Important Traffic Regulations 


Oregon has a “‘basic rule” 
speed law. This law requires that 
one shall not drive at a speed 
faster than is reasonable and pru- 
dent, taking into consideration 
the amount of traffic, highway 
surface conditions, intersections, 
weather and other conditions ex- 
isting at the moment. 

The desigwated speed on Ore- 
gon freeways is 55 miles per hour 
— unless -otherwise posted. On 
other highways the designated 
speed is 55 miles an hour on open 
highway, 25 miles an hour in 
residential districts and 20 miles 
an hour in school and business 
zones. 

No Passing zones are marked 
by a solid line in the driver’s lane 
next to the center line. Not all 
unsafe passing areas are marked; it 
is the responsibility of the driver 
to have sufficient clearance before 
Passing another vehicle. 

Motorists involved in an acci- 
dent must stop at the scene and 
give name, address and other per- 
tinent information to the other 
drivers or property owners in- 
volved. The accident must be re- 
ported within 12 hours if there is 
any bodily injury of any kind 
involved or if damage to any 
vehicle or piece of property is 
$200 or more. Accidents may be 
reported to a police agency or 
Oregon Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles field office.

They Said 
‘It Won’t Last’’. 


On May 25, 1933, greyhound rac- 
ing, the Sport of Queens, came to 
Portland. 

Staid Oregonians predicted an 
early demise for a sport which fea- 
tured nine greyhounds chasing a me- 
chanical stuffed hare. 

So sure were the wiseacres that a 
form of entertainment, which had 
caught on so fast in far-away Florida 
shores, would never capture the fan- 
cy of the locals that backers of the 
bunny chase had to do business ona 
“strictly C.O.D.” basis. 

A crowd of 7,000 showed up, most- 
ly out of curiousity, on that opening 
night and wagered $10,457. 

Even the big brass behind the 
Multnomah Kennel Club would soon 
have its doubts. 

But then Fawn Warrior crashed 
the scene, and the greyhounds were 
on their way! 

According to one sports scribe, 
“Possessing that indefinable some- 
thing known as crowd appeal, the 
fleet Warrior raced his way into the 
hearts of all Portland, making 17 ap- 
pearances on the Multnomah Stadi- 
um track, winning 11 races, finishing 
second four times and third once.” 

“The Warrior, obviously, had many 
glowing moments but his finest came 
on Derby night when 35,000 persons 
—largest throng ever to watch a dog 
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race—jammed Multnomah Stadium 
to watch this super-pooch perform.” 

On that Derby night more people 
came out to watch than to wager. The 
gross mutuel handle was $84,909, 
running the 60-night season’s total 
to $1,682,252.” 

Thanks to that canine with charis- 
ma, the Multnomah Kennel Club and 
the Sport of Queens have continued 
to prosper beyond even the wildest 
expectations of Murray Kemp, the 
140-pound dynamo, who brought the 
game to town. 

Kemp was still around 45 years 
later when the mutuels machines re- 
corded an all-time high one-night 
handle of $847,496 which was pump- 
ed through the windows by 10,801 
afficionados on closing night in 1977. 
The season’s total take tallied $43,- 
458,540. Attendance was 624,398. 

Close to 15,000 devotees of the 
Sport of Queens are expected to jam 
the canine castle in east Multnomah 
County on May 19 for the opening of 
the club’s 46th consecutive meeting. 
It will be the 21st season in a spacious 
plant which was built in 1957 as the 
first stadium of its kind designed 
specifically for greyhound racing. 

There are accommodations to fit 
every pocket book— over 50 acres of 
paved parking—5000 free grandstand 
seats—800 chair seats—2100 table 
seats—snack bars on two levels— 
buffet service on the third level in the 
Fairview Terrace—and complete din- 
ing and beverage facilities in the 
handsomely appointed Club SkyView 


on the fourth floor. 

The annual summertime sports 
spectacle will end on August 25. For 
85 nights the chase will go on 11 
times nightly—except Sunday— with 
the colorfully garbed bugler sound- 
ing the first call to post at 7:30 p.m. 
each evening. 

By season’s end it is expected that 
three-quarters-of-a-million fans will 
have thrilled to the sight of the streak- 
ing streamlined pooches, the local 
economy will enjoy the benefit of a 
payroll better than a million dollars, 
the state’s coffers will be richer bya 
couple of million dollars in commis- 
sion and greyhound owners will di- 
vide over another million bucks in 


purse money. 
And they said “it wouldn’t last’’.
